How  can  this  publication  prove 
especially  helpful?  Not  only  does  it 
provide  an  interesting  and  well- 
written  overview  of  activities  of  the 
Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission, 
but  it  also  includes  information  on, 
and  listing  of,  138  libraries  which 
take  part  in  their  Public  Document 
Room  Program  (see:  pp.  218-19, 
267-72  of  Annual  Report  1978). 
The  listing  is  arranged  by  state  and 
nearest  nuclear  power  facility.  Each 
library  has  been  carefully  selected 
by  the  NRC  for  its  nearness  to  the 
facility.    It   receives  considerable 


unique  material  not  available  else- 
where in  the  state,  as  well  as  other 
general  material.  All  of  the  publica- 
tions are  intended  to  be  readily 
available  to  interested  members  of 
the  public.  At  present,  of  the  138 
libraries  participating,  42  are  de- 
pository libraries.

This  statistical  report  details  the 
growth,  development,  and  changes 
in  population  (including  slaves), 
labor,  employment,  occupation,  edu- 
cation, family,  health,  housing, 
voting  and  registration,  elected  offi- 
cials, and  number  in  the  armed 
forces  of  Black  people. 
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Ninety-Four 
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Sj  Thirty-nine  Men, Fifteen  Boys,^ 
Twenty-four  Women,  and 
Sixteen  Girls. 
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The  statistical  tables  are  sum- 
marized in  appropriate  graphs 
clearly  showing  the  pattern  of 
changes  for  each  socioeconomic  in- 
dicator. In  addition,  the  graphs  and 
tables  are  discussed  highlightingthe 
more  important  changes  and  trends 
for  the  years  covered. 

In  most  of  the  tables,  there  are 
comparative  figures  for  whites  and 
sometimes  other  races,  so  one  can 
readily  discern  how  they  compare 
with  one  another. 

The  report  consists  of  two  parts: 
Part  1  deals  with  the  period  from 
1790  to  1975,  and  Part  2  covers  the 
years  1976  to  1978.  Appended  are: 
list  of  references,  source  of  data, 
definition  of  terms  used,  and  supple- 
mental tables. 

By  far,  this  contains  the  most 
comprehensive  and  up-to-date  socio- 
economic information  on  Afro-Amer- 
icans in  one  volume.  Recommended 
for  all  libraries.

"The  supposed  fact  that  Govern- 
ment publications  are  not  utilized  to 
their  fullest  potential  in  college  li- 
brary depositories  is  continually  re- 
peated in  the  professional  literature. 
To  overcome  this  situation,  a  promo- 
tional technique  used  at  the  Milne 
Library  is  a  short  selective  dissem- 
ination bibliography  sent  to  all  in- 
structors teaching  classes  related  to 
Government  subject  matter.  This 
technique,  in  addition  to  follow-up 
activities,  has  increased  patron  use 
at  least  threefold. 

"The  librarian  carefully  reviews 
the  class  master  schedule  approxi- 
mately three  to  four  weeks  before 
the  new  semester.  From  five  to  ten 
pertinent  titles  related  to  the  course 
subject  matter  are  included  on  each 
standard  form  [Editor's  note:  The

Questions  and  Answers 


Q.  Ms.  Judith  Daso,  Documents  Li- 
brarian with  the  Ohio  University  Li- 
brary in  Athens,  Ohio,  writes:  "I  am 
interested  in  information  on  stand- 
ardized statistics  for  the  acquisition 
of  U.S.  documents.  I  have  started  to 
collect  information  on  definitions  of 
volumes,  periodicals,  etc.,  and  have, 
so  far,  not  been  able  to  really  clarify 
which  items  should  be  included  ac- 
cording to  U.S.  Office  of  Education, 
etc.  One  source  says  documents 
should  not  be  included  in  the  total 
library  volume  count  unless  they  are 
cataloged  and  classified  by  some 
other  system  than  SuDoc.  Another 
source  says  they  should  be.  Can  you 
offer  any  accepted  guidelines  that 
will  help?" 

A.  At  present,  neither  the  Instruc- 
tions to  Depository  Libraries,  nor  the 
Guidelines  to  the  Depository  Library 
System,  provide  such  definitions. 
However,  the  importance  of  sta- 
tistics is  clearly  recognized  in  guide- 
line 5-8,  which  states:  "The  library 
should  maintain  statistics  of  the  col- 
lection needed  for  the  Biennial  Sur- 
vey." Fortunately,  the  statistics  re- 
quested in  the  Survey,  and  by  visit- 
ing Depository  Library  Inspectors, 


Monthly  Catalog 
Corner 

Users  of  the  Monthly  Catalog  and 
Library  of  Congress  Subject  Head- 
ings should  be  aware  that  the  Sub- 
ject Cataloging  Division  of  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress  is  in  the  process 
of  revising  its  form  of  legal  subdi- 
visions. The  effort  is  intended  to  en- 
hance uniformity  of  style  and  con- 
sistency of  application  to  these  sub- 
divisions. Changes  in  the  form  of 
legal  subdivisions  will  occur  peri- 
odically overthe  coming  months. 

GPO  and  the  Library  of  Congress 
have  discussed  the  impact  of  these 
changes  in  the  cataloging  for  the 
Monthly  Catalog  in  light  of  the  in- 
ability of  GPO  to  predict  the  timing 
of  the  changes,  the  resulting  con- 
fusion in  subject  cataloging  prac- 
tices, and  subsequent  discrepancies 
of  application  in  the  printed  indexes. 
Based  on  this  discussion,  it  was  mu- 
tually agreed  that  GPO  would  insti- 
tute unilateral  changes  in  use  of  the 
legal  subdivisions  in  accordance 
with  the  following  guidelines  prior 
to  LC. 

All  legal  subdivisions  varying  from 
the  forms  "Law  and  legislation" 


are  very  minimal.  The  prevailing 
measurement  methods  of  deposi- 
tories, while  differing,  do  seem  ade- 
quate for  both  the  Survey  and  forthe 
Inspectors.  That  the  acceptance  of 
generally  agreed  upon  standards  for 
documents  counting  would  be  valu- 
able, is  quite  true.  Perhaps  you 
would  like  to  consider  raising  this 
question  with  the  members  of  the 
Depository  Library  Council  to  the 
Public  Printer,  which  has  already 
provided  such  useful  guidelines  for 
so  many  other  areas  of  the  Deposi- 
tory Library  Program. 


(used  under  topical  subject  head- 
ings), and  "Legal  status,  laws,  etc." 
(used  under  classes  of  persons, 
types  of  occupational  groups,  or 
names  of  ethnic  groups),  are  to  be 
changed  to  one  of  these  forms,  de- 
pending upon  the  subject,  in  routine 
cataloging  usage.  This  applies  to  all 
printed  subject  headings  in  the  8th 
edition  of  Library  of  Congress  Sub- 
ject Headings,  and  its  supplements. 

By  way  of  example,  if  the  subdi- 
vision "Law  and  legislation"  has 
been  established  by  the  Library  of 
Congress  under  a  specific  ethnic 
group,  GPO  cataloging  practice 
would  change  it  to  "Legal  status, 
laws,  etc."  / 


The  agreement  was  reached  to  al- 
low for  uniformity  in  cataloging  and 
an  orderly  appearance  of  subject 
headings  in  the  indexes  to  the 
Monthly  Catalog.  The  Library  of  Con- 
gress will  eventually  be  making  the 
above  changes  to  all  appropriate 
headings.  The  impact  of  these  modi- 
fications will  be  that  some  headings 
will  appear,  on  the  surface,  to  reflect 
incorrect  usage  in  the  Monthly  Cata- 
log. When  the  Library  of  Congress 
completes  its  process  of  editorial 
changes  to  the  legal  subdivisio^ 
GPO  and  LC  practice  will  again  be  in 
consonance.
